RE STOCK AT LARGE 

Under the provisions of The 
Municipal District Act Sections 
206 to 216a inclusive, author- 
ity is given to any Muni 
District to pass a by-law with 
reference to stock running at 
large.

Clenlenceav Against 
Changing Peace Terms 


The Council of Four met im Paris 
amid an atmosphere of consiiterable 
pessimism: over the larger questions 
of peace making with Germamy still 
unsolved. It is understood that Pre- 
mier Clemenceau has not moved from 
his position against any’ moidfication 
i ‘nthe peace terms. No settlement of 
the Silesian question or that eoncern- 


ing the Polish western frontier has ° 


been reached. It is said that the 
Silesia situation is tied up with the 
difficulty. of holding a  plebescite 
without Allied subjection .no troops 
being available for the purpose. 
The signing of the peace: treaty 
by Germany before July 1, and its 
ratification by the various parliaments 
before Aug. 1, is prophesied by the 
Echo de Paris. It is said the an- 
swer to-the counter proposals is to 
be handed over probably on Friday. 
The course of the Germans it thinks 
will be to replace the Schiedémann 
government by another in case the 
present government determines not to 


sign the terms a8 the Allies finally 


present them.
